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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 28-30 are subject to examination. Claims 1-27 are cancelled. Claims 31-48 are 
withdrawn. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Newly submitted claims 3 1-48 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed, now new claims 28-30 for the following reasons: Claims 
3 1-48 are drawn to usage of a mainframe server, roU-your-own client and receiving a first XML 
input request from a first user computer via a first communication path; receiving a second XML 
input request from a second user computer via a second conmiunication path, wherein the second 
communication path is independent of the first communication path, classified in Class 719 
subclass 310. The claims 31-48 would require use of search Class 719, subclasses 310+ (not 
required for the claims under prosecution).
